Firstly, the process then is one of elimination , asking onaelf the* quee-J 
tion does it fit any of the KUtTJN variety of items which can bo logic ally., ex¬ 
plained keeping in mind, to remain as objective and strictly unemotional as pos¬ 
sible. in ones evaluation* This last factor is very highly necessary * as the 
Saucer movement unfortunatoly has oven leaders who allow their emotions to 
run riot with their evaluations when interviewing, bringing much harm;and 
misgivings to the cause generally. Even wildly making statements over T.V. 

Radio and the press which are repeated anon, and" %idch sometimes have proved 
to bo without sound foundation . It is this' sort of"sleuthing we detest and 
are most anxious to uvoid*-and feel by sticking to at least some basic rulos 
w&will be able to say at least we were not- overrash in our estimates.

Jlow having sot *ut our list of possible objee^s"which*may bp the causeof 
-fighting let us start by the next* step that of comparison* with them and 
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Editorial (2) 

the observers or stated reports recieved. 

Tho comparison then becomes an easy task 4f one places before them 
selves the known BEHAVIOUR Pattern of the KNOTvN objoct3 by which wo are eval¬ 
uating our sighting, for it is quite obvious that , if the object behaves in 
a manner which is totally out of pattern with tho known behaviour of the known 
phenomena we are comparing it with , it cannot be at least one of them and 
wo shift to the. next. 

Let us examine th Behaviour pattern of a satellite. 

This is now very well known to any who have watched thorn in the sky. moving 
slowly across in an ark from ono direction to another of tho horizon. 
Informationas to times of whe n the can bbe seon and the portion of the sky 
intfiich they will move are easily obtained, some local paers oven puhlich the 
data regularly. Re-?retably , here in South Aust. this has boen discontinued. 

If then the object reported appears in a part of tho sky not so defiend* or 
at an earlier or later period it.cannot be a satellito. ospeoially when is 
has been often observed, it ( does not follow a trajectory like a satellite, 
even sometimes changing course or moving around. 

Another factor has been those witnessed which havo been seen following sat¬ 
ellites. Any out of pattern behaviour as above would rule the object out as 
a satellite beyond queetion . 

Is it a plane or a jet ? Those so very well known and observable 
objects ;xro probably the easiest to distinguish . r .. : ings, landing lights, jet 
stroams. noarnees to landing fields. Data easily obtainable as to suoh boing 
intho area at the time, These even if not known by an observer are quickly 
checked by tie Society staff . especially when any such report is a little 
vague and has the possibility of such a craft boing the possible answer. 

Tie will not dwell a great deal on tide . but it is one which cannot and must 
not be overlooked. 

Is it a Meteorological Balloon. ?’ These objects are sent up from 
defihate areas from which information can bo obtainod as to time sent up etc. 
The do not vary much in appoarance. or behaviour. One thing is veiy fixed 
baout such behaviour, and that is the main purposo of their being sent up 
i.e. to guage the wind, direction . speed . etc etc. Obviously then any ob¬ 
ject observed by a witness which is going against the wind at the time, and 
given by the above Met . Dopt, could not be a Mot. balloon.However maybe 
it IS going the same direction and still has strange factors of behaviour 
which do not fit into a Met balloon pattern • viz. jumping around the sky 
coming back against tho wind then returning . Many factors here have to be 
given good consideration bofire declaring any duch odd bohaviour as a Met. 
balloon. From experience either way. don’t jump to conclusions or be hasty 
your Editor has bo n fooled himself both ways a few times. He has loarned 
to be cautious inmany ways, and when dealing with possible Met. balloon sight 
ings he treads warily . either way • 

Is ti some weather condition.?. Now tuis of course places the sight 
ing reported into the finer catergory of cloud like objects etc. oertainlyno 
very definod object could be classified as weather conditon. especially if 
it gives some very clear detailed sign of boing a solid object . 

Of course our old friend Prof. Menzel has told us a groat deal about such con¬ 
ditions . such as sundogs . etc et temperature inversions etc etc. in fact 
the whole gamut . and being honest as we must be. without any desire to be 
anything else we have to admit that many weather conditions can cause some 
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Ty odd and etrrugo optical illusions and could be io the ujisuap acting wrind 
^•trap for young payers as the saying goes. 

However whilst admitting such possibilities; of: **»1 weathor conditions 
being a pcsfitlo cause c* somethi.og apprea^ng ;; iiko a saucax- ,f * a^aiit cue 
can with commr,v< sen ?o set out to investigate such peso Ibilitifcw eiiho way , 
rfeathe.- 0 .

Hero agin the behaviour pattern helps, any cloud that docs net itahave like 
a cloud, or object looking like a cloud, sieving around hr <’ha r.gtrvi direction 
surely needs some deeper attention , especially if tirit cliud ia going in 
tho opposite direction to other c louds'v or the Way the wind :*o hlot/ing.

A reference to any astronomical chart will soon make it clear if the object 
rparted is such a Planet etc. its place and time in tho sky will be clearly 
established qnd can be defined as such without worry, except of cause perfe 
haps a keen dieapointment to an observer who was 11 sure they had seen a saucer" 
But then of cause there are tho things which look liko a planet, or great star 
and are not where they are su^powed to be.perhaps appearing at a time when no 
knr***! planet should be w hom it is reported to be in the sky 
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When addod to this tho so called planet or star bu, r ?Lns acting oddly , ono can 
bo prety safe in assuming it is NOT a planet. for thoy do ntt alotr course 
or appear here . the disappear then reappear in another pisition sane dis¬ 
tance away thiB OBpeicaly if tho movement is fromwest to oast, remember th 
beaviour pattern cf any heavely body , except-, many creations. , move from 
east to west . any school kid knows that .hence if an object goes from west 
to oast or variably so. then it CANNOT bo a planot cr star.

Cf coumo thore a.-, many more aids to assist, tho investigator, if it 
is an " on the spot 1 ' jnvos i gat ion. unfortunately too rare. .1 y- od pair of 
binoculars, exuora-above all rnl;o sure you carry a good coryare to pick out 
tho direction of tho oboct'., t. v ds is very neco^^ary whan it is aesunad to be 
a planet. Compat o the *'fciccts position Mth cl,surrounding possible known ob- 
jocts . such as trosu , houses, telogr ph poles, any object of siae or height 
which wiV’ aid you in coning to an honest ccncisuicn. and above all NIT/1® 
try to make out T.nat It not. Do:. ? t ADD to bho ovidenoo something not said 
or given by tho witness. 

If anything is related to you inconfidence, never betray such, you will 
never get another chance with that person if you do. aid you will dishonour 
yourself and tho Scoeity wkicho ver you belong to. 

Sunning it all up. 

Such an approach has won for this Society tho respoot of oany poople and of 
official bodies, for they soon catch 011 if you arc out for a gimmick or some 
s nsational story, or if the actu X known facts are rc ^ to you. 

Finally bo careful of statononts to tho press, better to sny nothing than too much •

Unidentified Flying Objects ere now so firmly' establiEhed as a prob¬ 
lem that an international effbrt is needed to solve it, esys Assistant 
Professor Felix Sigel of the Moscow Institute of Avis ti«n„ 

"It is rot ruled out" he says, that - the solution could lead to acme 
radical rethinking, just as vould the elution of ihs problem of quasrs 
in astonmy or that of marks in physics. 

At ,flj?ct, reports of the sittings of UFO 1 s in the Soviet Union were 
the field’ only of Individual "enthusiast^', but last year a axitrittee of 
scientists and other specialists was formed to m?ke a qy stem tic study of 
the reports. 

They have only some 200 " sittings" reported, but a prerrilnsiy 
analysis of them indicated that there is something needing thorough in¬ 
vestigation. 

On July 18, Septaiber 4, October 18 and other days of 1967, cresent 
shaped UK) 1 s were seen over southern parts of the Soviet Union, according 
to the reports from the Mountain Aetroncmical Station near Ki Slovene, 
frcm tiie astronomcal observatory inKasii, and from several private indiv¬ 
iduals. 

The most characteristic type of UPO is a luminous orange-coloured 
crescent with a diameter of 15 to 20 ft, of arc (about a quarter of a 
degree), flying with its outwvd bend first. 

Its airf&ce is reported onLy a little less luminous than that of the 

Moon, 

The horns of the crescent is 3inrp aid the inner contour, blurral 
and wavy. - ' - —’ 

Sane times a bright flaming disc, preceded by a crescent is observed 
And sanetimes the crescent is preceded end flanked by vhat look like 
first rmgnitude stars, which keep at a constant distance fban it, 

Kazan astronomrs, vho carried out tiieir observations from two 
points EiiruTtanously, set the diameter of the ere scent-draped UK) 1 s at 
500-600 metres anal their speed at sane five kilometres a second. 

Assuming that the crescent ie a luminous diock wave, the UFO 1 s nust 
fly at altitudes between 30 and 65 miles. 

Such objectB could not have been made by iran. They are definetely 
not sputniks or space rockets. 

Among the few daytime sittings is ore sent by V,I, Duginiv, director 
of the Kherson Uydro-meteorological School: 

"On October 20 1966, as I waited far n trolleybus after a 
visit to the stadium, I saw, together with some 50 others 
a round disc of about one-third the suns diameter ri^it 
overheed. "The disc was of a pearly silvery colour asd 
moved slowly eastwards. 

On July 26, 1965 , 'Latvian astronaners Robert Vitolriek, Jan Melderis 
and Esnerelda Vitolniek were studying silvery clouds fbcm the observation 
station of Ogra in Latvia. 

At 9.35?^ in the gathering du&, th^jr spotted an unuBjal.ly bright 
otoi» slowly flying westwards. 

Viewed throu^i x8 binoculars, the star appeared as a snail flat spot 

The telescope revealed a small bell in the centre of the leue- 
v jhapod di!'3C s _ 
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The astronomers set the disc diameter at about 100 metre.-. Around 
the disc, at a dlstanco of two diameters, there were thlree balls similar 
to the one In the centre of the disc. 

The balls slowly rotated around the disc, and the whole system 
dwindled as It recoded from the earth. 

Some 15-20 mlnutos later, the balls began to depart from the disc 
In different dlrectbns. The ball In the centre also left Its place and 
flow psJjdG. 

Finally, at lOp. alt these bodies, which omitted a greenish-pearly 
glow, faded Into the distance. 

Particularly Interesting observations of UFO's have been from 

planes. 

In 1956 V.I.Akkuratov, flag navigator of the polar aviation service, 
roports having pierced the clouds (over Greenland). "Wo suddenly spotted 
a strange flying vehicle to port, moving close to our course." 

The vehicle resembled a big pear-colOured lens with wavy, pulsating 
edges. 

"To avoid collision with It, wo dived back Into the clouds. After 
40 minutes of flight In the direction of Medvezhl Island, the clouds 
suddenly recoded and as we got Into clear sky we noticed again the same 
flying object to port. 

We changed course sharply and began to approeeh it. In response the 
UFO also changed course and flew parallel to us at a speed equal to our 
own. After 15-18 mlnutos the object changed Its course sharply, surged 
ahoad of us and shot up fast, melting Into the blue skies. 

We detected no aerials, superstructure, wings or portholes on the 
disc. There was nelthor a gas Jet exhaust nor o vapour trail, and the 
spood of Its departure was so great that the whole phenomenon seemed 
somethIng superneturaI." 

The crew of an IL—18 airliner (Commander Petrov) had a similar ex¬ 
perience In daytime at an altitude of 25,000 feet near Tlskl Ray. 

"The material col letted, to say! nothing of the numerous reports from 
abroad, suggost that the UFO phenomenon Is real and cannot be Identified 
with the anomalous optocal phenomenon In the earths afiifcspherlc for 
Instance " claims PrdfeSsor 2(get,. 

Quito a number of UFO's have been obserbed by the USSR, and It ts 
noteworthy that the UFO forms observe hero fit Into the classlMeatIon 
of these objects accepted In the West,. USA In particular. 

"It Is safe to claim that the UFO problem has assumed a global 
character and therefore calls for global tesearch. 

Intemattobal scientific co-operation In the solution of this problem 
would long have becone a reality, had not sensationalism and Irresponsible 
antl-scientlfIc assertatlons about 'flying saucers 1 Interfered with It, 

I have a-profound respect for the efforts of such wel l known /vasrican 
scientists as Professor I.Halnek and O^MecOpngld who are vigorously and 
with good reason trying to attract the attention of America’s scientific 
public to the UFO problem. 
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" SOVIET SCIENTISTS AND UFO" ( 3 ) 

w Unfortunately, certain scientists , "both In the Soviet Union and in 
the Unted States, deny the very existance of the problem instead of helping 
to solve it, 

" The main requirements at present are to organise systematic installmental 
study-of the UFO’s from the astronomical and meteorological' observatories 
to get good photographs and spectra of these objects.

IS THERE LIFE CUT THERE ?

According to the Astronomy column of Dec. 1965 issue of "TIME" mngb2inoj- 

".Jupiter is behaving like a star as vyell as a planet- radiating not 

only energy absorbed from the sun , but also giving off heat generated in 
its own interior, Jupiters spli personality has now been confirmed by 
a Univeristy of Arizona astronomer.” 

Those of our readers who have read Dino Krhspodan’s book. " My contact with 
Flying Saucers ” are very much aware of the prediction given by the. s ace 
visitor to him of the coming of anothor sun into our siu.ar system. 

The whole details of which are explained in that book. 

Other writers have dealt with this, but your Editor feels that the m.,st con¬ 
vincing of all he has read on this matter deals not only with KraspodOn's 
book and its prophecy of a now sun'. or " two smls" operating ±n the solar 
system, but that it is al&o a fulfilment of Biblical prophecies which indi¬ 
cate such an event of astronomical propotions hapdnlng. bringing about a 
New heaven ( solar formation ) arid a he# : 'eo?th Kew^coriditettfoiis due to 
the new sun and its offset >• as well as the earth being moved into a new 
orbit by this very event ). 

One thing which your Editor fools has been grossly overlooked by so many 
in relation to causes of such events and which must have some effect on 
our own planet as well as thG others surrounding the present sun . is the 
fact that science informed us that some years back now our sun had reversed 
its polarities .

" 1 RUSSIANS SOLVE UFO MTSTERT 1 . For years I have opened the Nsw 
York Times with the fear skittering around the back of my mind that I 
might find that quote," writes Dr.*^T. Allan Efynek in an artiole on UFOs 
in the December 1967 "Playboy" magazine. "In w occasional dreams, the . 
story under the headline explains that the Russians have found some 
previously* unthought-of, unstartling explanati on for unidentified flying 
objects} or, worse, that they have made first contact with an alien 
civilization conducting reconaissanoe missions to our planet. Either 
story would shake America so hard that the launching of Sputnik would 
appear as important as a Russian announcement of a particularly large 
whaet crop. 

"The possibility of a Russian breakthrough on the USD probl ora is 
unlikely, if we believe official Russian statements that the problem docs 
not exist* At last Aigust* s XIII General Assembly of the International 
Aetronautical Union in Prague, one of the Russian delegates answered my 
query about Soviet UFO study with a derisive laugh and a rather absurd 
comment, 'If flying saucers really exist, why aren't they buzzing over 
Prague right now?' The samei nan, a senior Soviet astronomer, declined to 
attend a meeting I had organised to discuss the UFO problem, eeying that 
sinee the UFOs did not exist, there was nothing to discuss. One of his 
oolleagues slipped and said that Russian scientists were not pennitted to 
discuss unidentified flying objects. Although we have reports of UFO 
sightings and phenomena from some 70 countries, the Soviet Union and the 
other Socialist countries have not contributed UFO reports. 

"Judging ly past Soviet behavior, this curious silenoeon a subject 
of increasing importance to science and government meane only one thing} 
and, indeed, there are some clues to aotual Soviet study of the problem. 

A Russian astronomer admitted in Prague to an Amerioan. scientist that he 
believed a problem existed. Another American soientist reoently received 
a note from the- secreteiy of an offioial Soviet organisation for the study 
of unidentified flying objeots. Ag$ the Russians announced at Prague that 
they would participate in a future international conference on inter¬ 
stellar oommnication. 

"Even more significant was the reoent publication of the first 
article in a Russian magazine by a Soviet soientist discussing the strong 
possibility of the existence of unidentified flying objects. That article, 
in the youth magazine 1 Gnena', stated that the Soviet Union is preparing 
a book-length study called 'Inhabited Cosmos', the^chief editor of which 
nill be the viee-president of the U.S.S.R, Academy of Sciences, and that 
a chapter to be written by Felix U. Zigel (author of the ' Qmena' article) 
will oonsider the UFO problem, Zigel's artiole concludes: 1 There exists 
almost universally a definite type of phenomenon known as the phenomenon 
of the UFOs. The nature of this phenomenon is as yet not reoolvad and none 
of the existing hypotheses oan claim a final solution to the problem. In 
such s situation^ .the- correct approach appears to be to submit the 
puzzling phenomenon of the UFOs to a mazy-sided, careful scientific 
investigation. ' 

"We know enough now about the way the U.S.S.R. announces its 
scientific advanoes — the element of surprise the Russian:' have built 
into evezy step of their space paqgraw is one example — to gueo3 tliat a 
Soviet writer would hardly call for "a many-sided, careful scientific 
investigation' of a phenomenon unless such an investigation ware already 
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going on... 

"Zigel's discussion of UFO a in 'Qneua' considers 5 theorioe about 
their nature t The fifth theozy — that UFOs are 1 flying apparatus of other 
planets, investigating earth — is the only one of the 9 to whioh he offers 
no objection. 

"In sum, what Little 'hard* infonnation I have « and ny intuition - 
tells me that-the U.S.S.R. may have been studying UFOs with dispassionate 
thoroughness for years. From ny own offioial involvement, 1 know that the 
United States is only now beginning to consider treating the problem 

seriously..." 

This final, statement by Dr. Hynek, the official civilian mouth-pieoe 
of the U. S. Air Force, is either an outright lie or a oover-up. From 
their direot oontaots with Air Foroe and other militazy officers, Jim and 
Coral Loren sen have been told of the existence of an official UFO board 
in Washington, D.C. The best sightinge of UFOs ly militazy personnel have 
been reported directly to this board for years. The Lorenzens believe this 
USX) board was set up in August, 1932, after UFOs buzzed the nation's 
Capitol for 6 hours one Saturday night. And the huge mother ship from 
which they were launched was tracked by radar for hours, circling lazily 
above Wilmington, Delaware, at an altitude of many ihiles. 

"IJHAT WE REALLY KNOW ABOUT FLYING SAUCERS." 

Certainly one of the best, most level-headed, objective surveys of 
the "UFO problem" and its implications is the current paperback ly Otto 
Binder. It is a Fawoett Gold Mnrtnl book at 7 54 on the newsstands. Like 
Dr. lynek, Mr. Binder'Is also worried'that the ‘Russians will have another 
Space First to add to their long List, public recognition of the flying 
aouoera as being visitors from outer space! He gets into this in tbs 
chapter on "Patterned Proof", page 207, near the end of the bpok. After

And the U.S. Government, supposedly the 'leader 1 of the free world, has in 
this instance completely shirked leadership, probably to a detrimental 
degree. Onoe again we are leaving the door wide opannfor the Soviet Union 
to make the first dramatio announcement to the world - >W» have established 
contact with the UFOs and helc 3 a conference with the Ssuoerians from 
another world in outer space.* Has the U.S.A.F. or government ever 
pondered this debacle? All the world would forever after oondasn the U.S. 
for missing the greatest 'beat* in histozy, though they had, through 
voluminous U.S. A.?, files, the fhll evidence in frosrt of them for at least 
a deoade."
